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本 教材 使 用 说 明 


时 间 分 配 

理想 的 安排 是 ， 每 篇 课文 用 两 个 课时 ， 每 课时 50 分 钟 左 右 。 第 1 课 
时 用 于 教师 引导 下 的 会 话 ， 第 2 课时 用 于 作文 和 语言 学 习 。 这 样 ， 本 书 
内 容 足 够 约 200 课时 使 用 (包括 测 验 ) 。 但 是 ， 每 篇 课文 也 可 只 用 1 个 
课时 一 一 在 这 种 情况 下 ， 上 课时 间 便 应 完全 用 于 教师 引导 下 的 会 话 ， 选 
一 部 分 书面 练习 让 学 生 作为 课外 作业 。 教 师 的 首要 任务 是 根据 教学 计划 
规定 的 时 间 确 定 如 何 运用 教材 。 

下 列 建 议 简 要 地 说 明了 每 蔚 课 的 讲课 步骤 。 你 可 以 遵照 执行 ， 也 可 
以 加 以 修订 以 适应 你 的 教学 方式 ， 也 可 以 拒 之 不 用 一 一 不 过 ， 请 你 先 读 
一 下 本 说 明 。

我 们 推荐 介绍 课文 的 9 个 步 又， 以 训练 学 生 听 懂 英 语 口语 的 能 力 。 
这 9 个 步骤 为 : 
介绍 故事 
了 解 情景 
听力 训练 目标 
播放 录音 或 朗读 课文 
回答 问题 
精读 
再 次 播放 录音 或 朗读 课文 
重复 
i 大声 朗读 
每 一 个 步骤 都 必须 简洁 : 
a_ 介绍 故事 
教师 用 几 句 话 介 绍 课文 ， 这 样 学生 就 能 清楚 课文 中 发 生 的 是 什么 事 
情 ， 而 不 需要 去 猜测 。 只 要 有 可 能 就 应 全 部 使 用 英语 。 以 第 1 课 为 例 : 
Today ve' ll Listentoastory about sone people in atheatre. 
(今天 我 们 要 听 一 个 故事 ， 讲 的 是 在 剧场 中 的 几 个 人 。 ) 
《新 概念 英语 》 第 2 册 的 教师 用 书 中 对 每 课 书 都 有 一 个 简要 的 介绍 。 
b 了 解 情 景 
要 求学 生 看 插图 ， 以 便 检查 学 生 是否 了 解 课文 中 所 发 生 的 事情 。 教 
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师 可 以 用 英语 向 学 生 提 几 个 问题 ， 以 协助 学 生理 解 图 意 。 仍 以 第 1 课 为 
例 : 

Vhat do you thi nk is happeni ng inthe picture? (从 图 上 看 你 
认为 发 生 了 什么 事情 ? ) 

Vhat is the nan infront doing? Wy? (前 面 那个 男人 在 做 什么 ? 
为 什么 ?) 

《新 概念 英语 》 第 2 册 的 教师 用 书 中 总 是 提供 一 些 这 类 问题 。 

c 听力 训练 目标 

通过 给 学 生 提 个 问题 ， 直 他 们 去 寻找 答案 ， 教 师 为 学 生 确立 一 个 “ 听 
力 训练 目 标 ”。 这 就 意味 着 学 生 会 积极 地 而 不 是 消极 地 去 听课 文 录音 。 

以 第 二 课 为 例 : 

Li sten tothe story, thentell ne: Wy ddthe witer conplain 
to the people behi nd hi mg (〈 听 故事 ， 然 后 告诉 我 ， 为 什么 作者 抱怨 
坐 在 他 身后 的 人 ? ) 

《新 概念 英语 》 第 2 册 教 师 用 书 总 是 提供 这 样 的 一 个 问题 。 

d 播放 录音 或 朗读 课文 

教师 播放 录音 或 朗读 课文 ， 学 生 不 停顿 地 静 听 一 带 。 他 们 应 试图 找 
到 c 项 中 所 列 问题 的 答案 。 

e 回答 问题 

现在 教师 再 一 次 问 第 3 步骤 中 〈 即 C 项 ) 的 问题 ， 让 学 生 试 着 回答 : 
Nowyou' ve heardthe story, vhy di dthe witer conpl aintothe people 
behi nd hi 中 (现在 你 听 了 这 个 故事 , 为 什么 作者 抱怨 坐 在 他 身后 的 人 ? ) 
训练 学 生 不 要 集体 高 声 回 答 ， 如 果 他 们 认为 自己 知道 答案 ， 请 他 们 举 手 。 
问 一 个 学 生 ， 然 后 问 其 他 人 :“ 你 们 中 有 多 少 人 同意 他 二 她 的 回答 ?” 
“如 果 你 们 同意 ， 请 举 起 手 来 。”[ 对 另 一 个 学 生 ] ”你 不 同意 ， 那 么 你 
认为 答案 是 什么 ?”“ 你 们 中 有 多 少 人 同意 他 二 她 的 回答 ? 请 举 起 手 
来 。” 这 样 就 能 让 学 生 不 断 地 猜测 ， 而 且 把 全 班 学 生 都 调动 起 来 了 。 从 
一 开始 就 要 训练 学 生 不 做 任何 准备 地 去 听 ， 人 也 不 通过 翻译 。 他 们 很 快 会 
适应 英语 的 语音 ， 并 理解 他 们 所 听 到 的 内 容 。 

f “精读 

现在 教师 重 放 录音 或 重读 课文， 每 句 话 后 停顿 ， 以 检查 学 生 是 否 理 
解 。 这 是 课堂 教学 中 非常 重要 的 一 个 环节 ， 因 为 在 介绍 课文 结束 时 ， 学 
生 应 该 彻底 理解 课文 。 教 师 不 要 直接 讲解 ， 而 应 尽量 从 学 生 那 里 获取 信 
息 〈 可 以 把 这 种 方法 看 作 是 ″ 用 螺丝 起 子 拔 瓶 塞 的 行动 计划 ”) 。 讲 解 
全 部 要 用 英文 ， 但 不 要 把 直接 教学 法 弄 到 一 种 匾 唐 的 绝对 程度 。 在 可 能 
情况 下 ， 使 用 手势 和 模拟 动作 。 如 果 班 上 的 一 些 学 生 仍 无 法 理解 ， 教 师 
应 该 请 班 上 学 得 最 好 的 学 生 给 出 一 个 单词 或 词组 的 译文 ， 以 照顾 尚未 理 
解 词义 的 学 生 。 请 记 住 ， 如 果 你 不 把 一 个 难点 译 成 中 文 ， 班 上 的 其 他 人 
会 这 样 做 的 。 但 是 ， 翻 译 始终 应 被 看 成 是 最 后 一 着 。 

g ”再 次 播放 录音 或 朗读 课文 

不 停顿 地 再 次 播放 录音 或 朗读 课文 ， 因 为 有 了 f 项 中 的 精心 解释 ， 
这 次 学 生 会 很 容易 听 懂 。 

h 重复 
在 这 个 阶段 ， 重 复 是 一 项 可 供 选 择 的 课堂 活动 。 在 任何 情况 下 ， 这 


项 活动 也 应 限制 一 一 比如 说 一 一 在 第 1 单元 的 24 课 课 文 之 内 。 如 果 你 进 
行 重复 训练 ， 首 先 让 全 班 跟着 你 朗读 课文 。 然 后 ， 把 全 班 分 为 3 个 组 ， 
再 次 重复 课文 。 最 后 ， 在 全 班 范围 内 让 个 别 学 生 重 复课 文 。 当 你 让 学 生 
全 体 或 小 组 重复 时 ， 要 求学 生 在 看 到 你 的 明确 信号 后 示 一 起 开始 。 你 可 
用 点 头 或 手中 的 铅笔 当 信 号 ， 想 像 自 己 在 指挥 一 个 交响 乐团 。 

i ”大声 朗读 

在 班 上 轮流 让 学 生 大 声 朗 读 课文 。 从 朗读 中 你 可 以 看 出 不 同 的 学 生 
是 否 能 够 准确 地 读 出 他 们 听 过 的 英语 。 

介绍 课文 的 全 过 程 不 应 超过 大 概 15 分 钟 的 时 间 。 

不 要 在 任何 一 项 活动 中 花费 太 多 的 时 间 ! 

2 理解 性 问题 (大 约 5 分 钟 ) 

介绍 完 课 文 后 ， 教 师 应 根据 教师 用 书 这 部 分 所 列 的 问题 ， 开 始 提 理 
解 性 问题 。 问 题 是 多 种 多 样 的 ， 而 且 也 要 求 不 同 的 回答 。 应 快速 在 班 上 
提问 ， 同 时 应 训练 学 生 自然 地 回答 〈 比 如 ， 不 要 坚持 要 求 用 完整 的 句子 
回答 ， 因 为 在 日 常会 话 中 很 少 用 完整 的 句子 ) 。 这 项 练习 的 关键 是 节奏 ， 
因此 最 好 让 学 生 个 别 回答 ， 而 不 是 集体 回答 。 请 注意 每 个 问题 后 面 提供 
的 简要 回答 。 

3 学 生 提 问题 (大 约 5 分 钟 ) 

为 了 防止 类 似 “Vhere he went? “的 错误 问 句 ， 需 要 训练 学 生 同 时 
问 两 个 问题 。 第 1 个 是 一 般 疑 问 句 ， 第 2 个 是 特殊 疑问 句 。 例 如 : 

教师 : Ask ne if 1 went to the theatre Last week ( 问 我 上 
恒 是 否 去 过 剧场 。) 

学 生 : Dd you go to the theatre Last week? (上 周 你 去 剧场 了 
吗 ?) 

教师 : When…? (什么 时 间 ……: ? ) 

学 生 : Vhen dijd you go to the theatre? (你 是 什么 时 候 去 的 剧 
场 的 ?) (而 不 是 “ Vhen you went to the theatre?* 或 *“Vhen you 
go to the theatre?*) 

在 教师 用 书 的 这 个 部 分 可 以 看 到 详尽 的 例子 ， 接 着 是 一 连 串 的 ″” Ask 
ne if…” 练 习 。 

4 和 句 型 练习 (大 约 5 分 钟 一 个 单项 练习 ) 

除了 录音 带 上 的 练习 〈 在 教师 用 书 中 刊印 在 Repetition drill 这 
一 部 分 ) ， 每 课 书 还 有 句 型 练习 。 这 些 练习 属于 “″ 提示 -回答 ”这 一 类 型 。 
你 说 出 一 个 提示 ， 两 个 学 生 回 答 。 每 次 先 和 学 得 最 好 的 学 生 一 起 作出 明 
确 的 示范 ， 以 便 学 生 在 开始 练习 之 前 就 明确 要 做 什么 。 以 下 是 两 个 典型 
的 例子 : 

教师 : hear the radio ( 听 收 音 机 ) 

学 生 1:1 can hear the radio now Can you? (我 可 以 听见 收音 
机 了 ， 你 能 吗 ? ) 

学 生 2: Gf course, 1 can. 1 can hear it perfectly well. ( 当

(在 教师 用 书 中 还 有 进一步 的 提示 ， 因 此 ， 你 可 以 在 全 班 讲 行 这 个 
练习 。)

(在 教师 用 书 中 还 有 进一步 的 提示 ， 因 此 ， 你 可 以 在 全 班 进行 这 个 
练习 。) 

在 班 上 快速 进行 训练 。 在 给 提示 前 ， 一 定 要 明确 由 哪 两 个 学 生来 进 
行 这 组 练习 。 如 果 在 训练 过 程 中 学 生出 了 错误 ， 要 纠正 他 们 ， 并 让 他 们 
重复 正确 的 答案 。 在 这 本 书 中 有 练习 的 语法 注释 ， 以 供 教 师 参 考 。 

记 住 ， 录 音 带 上 每 课 练 习 的 文字 材料 刊印 在 Repeti ti on drill 之 
下 。 见 下 面 第 2 课时 。 

5 复述 故事 (大 约 5 分 钟 ) 

这 部 分 是 一 些 有 编号 的 要 点 ， 合 起 来 便 组 成 课文 的 摘要 。 把 这 些 要 
点 写 到 黑板 上 (或 在 课 前 写 好 ， 先 遮挡 起 来 ) ， 然 后 在 班 上 让 学 生 分 别 
单独 地 向 你 复述 故事 。 这 项 练习 为 学 生 提 供 有 部 分 准备 的 、 不 间断 的 口 
语 练习 。 在 学 生 讲 完 后 仅仅 指出 主要 的 错误 。 不 要 经 常 打 断 他 们 。 

6 讨论 题 (大 约 10 分钟 ) 

由 教师 引导 的 会 话 课 的 最 后 一 部 分 应 用 于 自由 会 话 。 应 邀请 学 生 试 
看 表达 他 们 的 思想 ， 而 不 管 他 们 会 出 多 少 语言 错误 。 每 课 的 话题 会 变 得 
越 来 越 难 ， 可 以 讨论 其 中 之 一 或 全 部 都 试 一 试 。 应 要 求 每 个 学 生 对 讨论 
题 都 说 一 两 句 话 。 随 着 会 话 能 力 的 提高 ， 你 可 以 偶尔 在 自由 会 话 中 多 人 花 
费 一 些 时 间 〈 可 省 略 诸如 ”复述 故事 ”之 类 的 练习 。) 


第 2 课时 : 作文 和 语言 学 习 


如 上 所 述 ， 这 第 2 课时 可 以 完全 不 上 ， 而 将 一 部 分 笔头 练习 作为 课 
外 作业 。 如 采用 这 种 教学 方法 ， 那 么 ， 在 课外 作业 中 必须 布置 摘要 写作 
与 作文 练习 。 当 然 ， 如 果 能 把 一 整 课 时 用 来 做 笔头 练习 ， 效 果 必 定 更 为 
理想 。

对 本 课 每 一 步骤 所 用 时 间 不 作 具 体 建 议 ， 因 为 这 会 因 人 因 地 而 异 。 

1 理解 二 摘要 写作 二 作文 一 书信 练习 

这 些 练习 不 论 在 什么 情况 下 都 不 应 删 去 ， 它 们 是 经 过 精心 设计 的 、 
循序 渐进 的 、 在 教师 指导 下 进行 摘要 写作 和 学 习作 文 的 教学 计划 的 一 部 
分 ， 贯 穿 于 《实践 与 进步 》、《 培 养 技能 》 两 本 书 的 始终 。 由 于 这 些 练 
习 大 部 分 可 由 学 生 自行 批改 ， 教 师 只 需 检查 学 生 是 否 做 了 这 些 作 业 即 可 。

2 关键 句 型 

在 这 一 部 分 应 简要 解释 一 下 课文 中 出 现 的 语法 现象 。 在 这 本 书 中 你 
可 以 找到 详尽 的 专业 性 注释 。 这 些 注 释 是 给 教师 参考 的 ， 应 由 教师 决定 
哪些 要 告诉 学 生 。 语 法 知识 应 视 作 达到 目的 的 一 种 手段 ， 本 身 并 不 是 目 
的 。 语 法 术语 在 学 生 用 书 中 故意 剔除 了 ， 语 法 如 何 讲 由 教师 决定 。 而 这 
反 过 来 又 完全 取决 于 班 上 学 生 的 情况 。 如 果 班 上 学 生 熟 悉 母语 的 语法 ， 
那么 教师 不 妨 用 些 语 法 术语 ; 如 果 学 生 对 语法 概念 一 无 所 知 ， 那 么 ， 教 
师 连 一 个 语法 术语 都 不 应 使 用 。 解 释 语法 的 目的 在 于 从 理论 上 巩固 学 生 
在 口头 练习 中 获得 的 知识 。 最 好 避免 面面俱到 地 讲 ″” 规则 ”， 而 当 以 课 
文中 讲 到 的 语法 现象 为 限 。 知 想 增 加 语法 知识 ， 可 以 参考 任何 一 本 标准 
的 语法 练习 册 。 

3 重复 训练 

学 生 听 录音 做 练习 ， 既 可 在 教室 用 录音 机 播放 ， 自 学 的 学 生 也 可 在 
家 里 听 录 音 做 。 另 一 种 办 法 是 教师 口头 读 出 练习 ，” 现场 ”在 课堂 上 指 
导 学 生 进 行 训练 。 

4 语法 结构 练习 

此 项 练习 应 以 笔头 完成 ， 以 便 巩 固 刚 刚 解释 过 的 语法 知识 。 本 书 附 
有 这 些 练习 的 全 部 答案 。 

5 难 操 

对 于 词汇 二 语法 结构 上 的 特殊 难点 现在 应 作出 简要 的 解释 。 这 一 部 
分 的 重点 集中 在 由 于 学 生 的 母语 干扰 而 造成 误 用 和 混用 的 词 和 结构 上 。 
在 适当 的 时 机 ， 可 将 课文 里 出 现 的 问题 与 学 生母 语 中 的 类 似 问 题 作 一 简 
单 的 比较 。 

6 难点 练习 

此 项 练习 应 以 笔头 完成 ， 用 以 巩固 刚刚 教 过 的 内 容 。 本 书 附 有 这 些 
练习 的 全 部 答案 。 

7 听写 

只 要 时 间 允 许 ， 听 宇 练 习 应 经 常 进行 。 可 从 学 生 刚刚 学 过 的 课文 中 
摘 取 个 别 句子 作 为 听写 的 内 容 。 学 生 可 对 照 课文 自行 批改 。 听 写 是 训练 
句法 、 拼 写 和 听力 的 一 项 极 好 的 练习 。 

8 多 项 选择 题 

多 项 选择 题 是 一 种 测试 手段 ， 而 不 是 一 种 教学 手段 。 目 的 是 为 了 培 
养 学 生 应 付 公 共 测 试 中 常见 的 客观 试题 的 能 力 。 多 项 选择 题 包 合 以 下 方 
面 的 练习 : 阅读 理解 、 结 构 和 词汇 。 多 项 选择 题 之 后 是 一 项 有 关 句 型 的 
练习 。 本 书 附 有 这 些 练习 的 全 部 答案 。 

课外 作业 

随 着 学 习 的 不 断 深入 ， 笔 头 作 业 会 越 来 越 难 ， 越 来 越 费 时 间 。 学 到 
本 教材 的 后 面 几 课 ， 凡 在 课堂 上 无 法 完成 的 练习 可 留 作 课外 作业 。

这 就 是 ″ 用 螺丝 起 子 拔 瓶 塞 ”的 含意 。 不 要 在 学 生 已 很 清楚 的 单词 和 表 
达 方 式 上 沪 费 时 间 ， 把 注意 力 集中 在 难点 上 。 不 鼓励 学 生 大 声 说 出 母语 


中 的 同义词 ， 虽 然 这 种 情况 有 时 会 发 生 。 要 时 常 鼓励 学 生 用 英语 来 完成 
你 的 句子 ， 以 显示 他 们 已 经 理解 了 这 些 词 的 用 法 。 只 有 在 你 想 证 实 一 下
